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Definition: 


Wake  Forest  University  is  a  liberal  arts 
institution  supported  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  Lying  solely  between 
Reynolda  Rd.  and  University  Parkway  in 
Winston-Salem,  approximately  three 
thousand  students  study,  work  and  play 
within  the  confines  of  this  institution.  Stu- 
dents can  be  easily  classified  according  to 
their  interests  and  activities. 


Counterdefinition: 

Wake  Forest  is  more  than  a  group  of 
classrooms  and  dormitories.  It  is  nothing 
less  than  a  relationship  between  the  alive 
and  four  years  of  living.  Wake  Forest  ex- 
tends beyond  it's  physical  limitations  into 
the  community  and  it's  inhabitants.

Community

On  the  morning  of  October  18th,  a  mass  of 
strangers  carrying  peculiar  objects  (some  of 
which  were  buoyant  and  a  few  essentials  that 
obviously  were  not)  descended  on  the  river.

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Registration  ...  A 
lesson  in  Chaos 

It  begins  close  to  dawn  with  a  migration  to 
Reynolda  Hall.  With  bundles  of  papers  in  hand, 
including  an  ID.  a  newspaper-like  schedule 
printout  and  47  mix  and  match  schedules, 
hopeful  registrators  wander  in.  A  line  forms, 
beginning  at  the  registrar's  office  twisting  down 
the  stairs,  past  the  Pit  and  on  down  the  hall. 
Then  the  race  begins  .   .   .  Hundreds  of  students 
flood  third  and  second  floors  of  Reynolda 
jeopardizing  the  safety  of  any  innocent  soul  in 
their  paths. 

Lines  form  again.  Groans  and  unrepeatable 
phrases  drift  by  as  courses  close  and  schedules 
and  sometimes  majors  must  be  changed  on  a 
second's  notice.  Soon  lost  looks  appear  on  the 
faces  of  everyone  involved.  Chemistry  majors 
begin  to  seek  out  the  hidden  tables  of  Greek  and 
Asian  Studies.  Divisional  requirements  are 
impossible  to  find  for  end-of-the  alphabet 
freshman. 

Registration  for  each  semester  has  its  own 
peculiarities.  Fall  semester  is  by  far  the  least 
confusing  ...  If  you  remember  to  pick  up  your 
athletic  pass,  get  your  I.D.  validated  and  make 
your  Howler  appointment.  Spring,  however,  is 
quite  a  different  story.  Confusion  and  chaos  are 
the  order  of  the  day.  Four  week  courses,  eleven 
week  courses,  and  fifteen  week  courses  mix  like 
oil  and  water  unless  you  finished  both  divisional 
and  major  requirements.  Consequently,  the 
majority  of  Wake  Forest  students  are  unable  to 
take  a  winter  term  even  though  a  large  number 
want  to.  Finally  it  ends  late  in  the  second  day. 
Many  end  up  with  Biology  labs  during  French 
class,  but  everyone  is  glad  the  ordeal  is  over  for 
another  semester. 
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Food  Glorious(?)  Food .  .  . 

The  Pit,  the  Snack  Bar.  and  the  Magnolia  Room  are  com- 
monly known  to  students  through  their  ability  (though  at  times 
disputable)  to  serve  food  to  the  Wake  Forest  community.  Be- 
sides being  a  main  center  of  attention,  the  Pit  (WFU's  name  for 
the  cafeteria)  is  a  good  place  to  meet  people.  But  as  the  under- 
classmen learn  more  faces,  have  more  access  to  cars,  and 
realize  how  monotonous  Pit  food  can  be,  there  is  a  definite 
thinning-out  of  Pit-goers.  If  the  Pit  had  mascots,  they  would  be 
Sparky  and  other  infamous  campus  dogs  who  wander  through 
the  Pit  at  mealtimes  to  get  tidbits.  Even  they  recognize  the  low 
quality  of  the  food  and  sometimes  refuse  your  offers.  Memories 
of  the  Pit  are  recalled  with  the  mention  of  the  annual 
Thanksgiving  dinner  and  those  rare  nights  of  exotic  foods  (e.g., 
the  Italian  dinner  in  October  complete  with  tablecloths  and  live 
entertainment),  which  are  sometimes  edible  and  other  times 
not. 

The  Snack  Bar  offers  an  alternative  for  those  who  have  clas- 
ses straight  through  Pit  meal  hours  or  who  are  just  tired  of  the 
Pit  routine.  It  offers  only  quick-order  food  (even  though  the 
service  may  be  less  than  quick).  Perhaps  its  greatest  assets  are 
its  soft-ice-cream  machine  (when  it's  working)  and  its  quieter 
atmosphere. 

The  Mag  Room  offers  the  ultimate  in  Wake  Forest  dining; 
student  waiters  and  waitresses  take  your  order  and  serve  your 
meal.  The  sedate  plush  atmosphere,  including  sandwiches  on 
real  china  rather  than  plastic  or  paper  plates,  makes  this  an 
acceptable  place  to  take  a  date.  It  is  most  popular  for  its 
Wednesday  lunch  and  Thursday  dinner  buffets. 


A  dorm  is  not  just  four  walls 
and  a  door .   .   . 


Perhaps  the  biggest  challenge  of  attending  Wake  Forest  is 
living  in  a  dormitory.  Most  of  us  come  pretty  confident  that  we 
are  first-rate,  only  to  discover  that  there  are  some  who  are  even 
more  so.  Some  people  keep  their  abilities  to  themselves,  others 
seem  to  broadcast  them  as  we  learn  who  to  seek  out  and  who 
to  avoid  in  order  to  protect  our  own  self-images. 

Right  away  we  can  tell  who  will  have  the  gossip,  the  whis- 
pered secrets,  and  who  will  wreak  havoc.  Half  the  hall  hits 
every  frat  party  and  dance  imaginable,  while  the  other  half 
either  hits  the  books  or  trashes,  papers,  or  dismantles  the 
rooms  of  their  studious  peers. 

There  are  various  new  diet  plans  which  evolve  during  the 
year.  We  soon  discover  that  the  "Pit"  leaves  much  to  be 
desired,  and  begin  making  treks  as  Hall  Dinners  out  to  various 
restaurants.  "Pigging  out"  becomes  a  more  popular  pasttime 
than  regular  meals.  Suddenly  in  the  midst  of  our  gluttony,  we 
realize  that  zippers  won't  zip.  and  thighs  and  hips  just  won't  fit. 
Rigorous  crash  diets  are  instigated  —  we  must  lose  those  ugly 
pounds! 

So,  a  dorm  is  not  just  where  you  study  and  sleep.  It's  the 
place  for  friends  and  enemies,  cold  showers  and  no  heat, 
peaceful  silence,  and  uncontrolled  hubbub.

Studying 
occupies  much  of  their  attention,  but  as 
time  passes,  the  realization  of  better 
things  comes.  Upperclassmen  are 
more  ingenious  about  their  study 
habits,  especially  in  the  spring.  One  can 
observe  them  flocking  from  the  inner 
confines  to  rediscover  the  wonders  of 
nature.  Students  are  found  leaning 
against  trees,  on  the  sundecks,  or 
sprawled  on  any  inviting  spot  while 
pursuing  academic  endeavors.

events.  The  only  common  denominator  between  these  grad- 
uates is  that  they  are  all  leaving.  They  all  have  managed  to  get 
through  basic  and  divisional  requirements  with  a  certain  de- 
gree of  success. 

Graduates  are  very  success-minded.  Now  they  are  usually 
expected  to  join  the  non-academic  world  to  repeat  their 
success.  No  matter  how  much  some  of  them  despised  Wake 
Forest,  many  of  them  will  soon  become  nostalgic  about  their 
college  days.

Despite  losing  their  opening  game  to  Virginia  Tech,  the 
Deacons  bounced  back  the  following  week  to  beat  N.C. 
State,  20-18. 

In  the  first  game  of  a  three  game  road  trip,  Wake  lost  a 
heartbreaker,  27-24,  to  Vanderbilt  The  Deacs  shut  out 
Kansas  State  13-0  and  then  bowed  to  Michigan,  the 
number  one  team  in  the  country,  by  a  respectable  31-0. 

The  gridders  returned  home  and  aided  by  McDougald's 
record-breaking  45-carries,  249-yard  performance, 
defeated  Clemson  20-14.  They  dropped  a  narrow  17-15 
decision  at  Maryland,  the  eventual  conference  champions. 

Although  the  Deacons  stopped  the  Virginia  running 
game,  the  Cavaliers  came  from  behind  to  grab  a  victory, 
18-17,  for  Homecoming.  Arch  rival  Carolina's  punishing 
running  game  ground  out  a  34-14  decision  the  following 
week. 

The  Deacon  defense  came  to  life  in  the  final  two  weeks 
of  the  season  as  Wake  closed  out  its  '76  campaign  with 
impressive  wins  at  Duke,  38-17,  and  at  South  Carolina, 
10-7. 

Free  safety,  Bill  Armstrong,  a  consensus  All-American 

along  with  senior  defensive  end  Dave 
LaCrosse,  were  selected  to  participate 
in  several  post-season  all-star 
contests.

Basketball 


When  Coach  Carl  Tacy  opened  basketball  practice  in  October.  ACC  sports-writers  picked  his  Deacons  to 
finish  no  better  than  sixth  in  the  conference.  Five  months  later  Wake  Forest  had  marched  to  a  berth  in  the 
NCAA  Midwest  Regional  final  and  a  top  ten  national  ranking. 

Although  the  Deacons'  hopes  for  their  first  NCAA  title  were  extinguished  by  eventual  national  champion 
Marquette,  their  22-8  season  was  highlighted  by  many  glorious  moments.  Among  the  biggest  thrills  of  the 
season  were  their  third  straight  Big  Four  championship,  a  5-1  conference  road  record,  and  at  one  point,  a 
number  four  ranking  in  the  national  polls.  Perhaps  the  sweetest  victory  of  the  season  came  when  the  Deacs 
shot  down  arch  rival  Carolina  in  Chapel  Hill  for  the  first  time  in  six  years. 

Throughout  the  season.  Wake  showed  a  determined  come-from-behind  spirit  that  enabled  them  to  over- 
come seemingly  insurmountable  deficits  and  bounce  back  from  untimely  defeats.  Senior  Skip  Brown  con- 
cluded his  career  ranked  third  on  the  all-time  WFU  scoring  list.  Jerry  Schellenberg's  steady  play  earned  him  the 
Big  Four  Tournament's  MVP  award,  and  along  with  Brown,  a  spot  on  the  All-Midwest  regional  team.  In 
addition  to  being  the  ACC's  player  of  the  year,  forward  Rod  Griffin  was  named  third  team  All-American. 
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Golf 


After  completing  a  perfect  season  with  an  unblemished  10-0  record,  the 
golf  team  entered  the  1976  NCAA  Tournament  seeking  their  third  con- 
secutive national  title.  But  three  was  not  a  charm  for  the  Deacons  as  Ok- 
lahoma State  captured  top  honors  and  Wake  fell  to  fourth. 

During  the  summer.  Coach  Jesse  Haddock  left  for  Oral  Roberts  and 
Ron  Roberts  was  named  to  replace  him.  Under  their  new  coach,  the 
Deacons  were  true  to  form  as  they  won  the  Dixie  Intercollegiate  in  Col- 
umbus, Georgia  with  freshman  Gary  Hallberg  taking  individual  honors. 
Senior  Bill  Chapman  was  the  medalist  in  the  Duke  Fall  Invitational  as 
Wake  finished  second  behind  N.C.  State.  The  Deacs  also  took  third  in  the 
River  City  Invitational  in  Memphis,  Tennessee  behind  national  champion 
Oklahoma  State  and  Houston. 


Women's  Basketball 

The  women's  basketball  team  concluded  the  1976- 
77  season  with  a  6-14  record.  Captain  Bobbie  Wrenn 
Banks,  a  90%  free  throw  shooter,  provided  leadership 
for  her  younger  teamates.  Her  inspired  play  carried  the 
team  to  an  upset  win  over  Western  Carolina,  the 
second-ranked  team  in  the  state,  and  to  victories  over 
Duke  and  UNCC,  highlighting  an  otherwise  disappoint- 
ing year  for  Coach  Barbara  Warren's  young  club.

Baseball 


The  baseball  team  astonished  everyone  with  its 
miraculous  turnabout  during  the  1976  season.  After 
a  dismal  9-20  year  in  1975,  Coach  Marvin  Crater's 
squad  finished  the  spring  with  a  record  of  22-11, 
including  three  victories  over  Carolina  and  State. 

Stan  Johnson,  the  team's  most  valuable  player, 
had  a  .344  average  and  led  the  team  in  home-runs 
and  runs-batted-in.  Three  other  Deacons  hit  .300 
or  better  —  leftfielder  Kenny  Baker,  Al  Zyskowski, 
and  All-ACC  first  baseman  John  Zeglinski. 

Merle  Henkel  headed  the  pitching  corps  with 
eight  wins  while  Scott  Austin  had  a  2.59  ERA  en 
route  to  a  6-2  record.  Reliever  Chuck  Irving  struck 
out  forty-nine  batters  in  only  forty-three  innings. 
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Under  the  new  head  coach.  Bill 
Dellastatious,  the  Deacon  track 
program  made  significant  progress 
during  the  '76  season.  Members  of 
the  indoor  and  outdoor  track 
teams  broke  three  Wake  Forest  in- 
door individual  records,  three  in- 
door relay  records,  two  outdoor 
relay  records,  and  an  individual 
outdoor  record.
